Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
2002-061599 (LG Electronic, Inc.). The Japanese patent application discloses a blowing 
fan assembly for a window air conditioner and comprising a blowing fan assembly 
consisting of a turbo fan (24), a scroll cage (23), blades (242), driving motor (40), and 
housing is position with one end at an interior and another end at an exterior side. 
Furthermore and orifice is formed on the said shroud.
